Boxed  apple  prices  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Wednesday,  February  11,  were 
about  the  same  as  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  f red  A.  Motz,  Emit 
Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Barreled  apples  met  with  a  moderate  demand  and  prices  were  a  little  higher 
than  in  recent  weeks.     Supplies  of  American  apples  consisted  of  2,500  barrels 
and  51,700  boxes  compared  with  4,100  barrels  and  53,000  boxes  last  week  and 
4,000  barrels,  600  baskets  and  90,000  boxes  at  this  time  last  year.    The  con- 
dition of  both  the  barreled  and  boxod  offerings  was  good.     Inquiry  for  boxed 
stock  was  moderate  except  for  Oregon  Hewtowns  and  Ortleys,  which  met  with  a 
good  inquiry.
